W. Eliot's well-rounded life prompts a 


yet heartier note of praise in the annual birth- 
day tribute to the veteran educator, is the com- 
ment of the Xew York World. Perhaps the pop- 
ular estimate of the former president of Har- 


vard University is best summarized by Dean 
Holmes, who says that "few men have been 
honored more within their own lifetime and 
few have so well deserved the honors they have 
received." 


Few men in any walk of life have grown 


old with so much dignity and none has more 
slrikingly exemplified in retirement the high 
ideals of this active career. If Dr. Eliot is not 
America's Grand Old Mac, at least there is no 
other whose name instantly occurs to challenge 
the distinction.

young professor of chemistry the making of a 
great university president?

FRONTWISE OR BACKWARDS 


) UBLIC opinion is asserting itself in such 


positive terms on the subject of America's 


participation.in the work of international re- 
habilitation that no one rises to voice opposi- 
ion, comments the Dajton News. Even Sena- 
ors Johnson, and Borah are silent. This devel- 
opment, coming on the very heels of the formal 
induction of an administration pledged to the 
self-centered policy of "America First," makes 
its perfectly clear that the election result in 
November, 1920, was not against the Covenant 
of the League of Nations. Certain German and 
Irish groups attacked the proposal, but only 
because it had been advocated by Woodrow 
Wilson. The Irishman has his eyes open now, 
and recognizes that if anything is to be accom- 
plished in behalf of Ireland it must be thru an 
appeal to the conscience of the world. 
The 


German, moved by the same emotions that ob- 
tain overseas in the fatherland, is anxious that 
the differences between France, England and 
Germany on the subject of war indemnity be 
referred to the League of Nations for adjust- 
ment. 


It is perfectly apparent to anyone who sees 


with a vision not clouded by prejudice, that the 
United States must and will lend its strength in 
the Avorld-wide readjustment. Some changes 
in the form of American reservations may be 
made to reconcile what is done with the preach- 
ment in the campaign against Wilson's inter- 
national plans. Mere force of circumstances 
\\ill drive the administration into the league. 
Whether it goes in frontwise or backwards, no 
one cares, nor is there any great concern as to 
the political significance of it. The real con- 
sideration is the common welfare of humanity, 
and we are concerned about it and nothing 
else. It w ill -be interesting to observe the plea 
upon which an absolute reversal is made, but 
that, after all, is but a political phase. Affairs 
of the world will be moving forward with a mo- 
mentum-to be gained only by international con- 
cert, within the year. Things usually work out 
all right, and the development in this particu- 
lar matter carries with it a considerable reas- 
surance, and justifips the philosophy that hu- 
man nature with all its peculiarities in the ulti- 
mate can be depended upon.
